IN DARKEST MINNESOTA. 
Religion Is Unknown, Inhabitants Wed 
Without License, and the Dead vat 
Buried Without Prayer. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 7.—[Special.]—The 


most benighted section of the state of Min- | 


nesota from a religious point of view has 
been found in Crow Wing, Cass, Atkin, Hub- 
bard, Morrison, and Mille Lacs counties, in 
‘the north part of the state. In parts of these 
counties the word of God is comparatively 
unknown; young men take girls to wife 
without any ceremony whatever, and the 
dead are buried. without ceremonies or pray- 
ers being said over the rough casket. 

In a haystack on a farm a few miles west 
of Brainerd, in Crow Wing county, rests the 
frozen body of a 2 year old child and there 
it will remain until the father finds time 
to give it burial.

The protest which has gone up at this ae 
mand is loud. Since the time when women 
did plain sewing and mending“for patriarchs 
who were accustomed to rend their clothing 
every time they discovered wickedness in 
high places needlework has been the wom- 
an's occupation, they assert. 

Now, at this late day, they say, men are 
endeavoring to take the needle from them. 


Told to Do “Woman’s Work.” 

The attempt on the part of the garment, 
workers to unionize all the working people 
in the garment shops of the city has caused 
the trouble. The women have been told that 
within two months the establishments will 
be unionized or a strike will force the women 
employés out of the work. 

Go and do some woman's work,“ say the 
business agents to the protesting women. | 

“What can we do if needlework is not 


woman’ s work?“ ask the women. 

“Go to the kitchens,” say the business 
agents. 

The d d of the men, according to the 


protesting women, is that they join the 
unions and thereupon relinquish their rights 
to do the best paying kinds of garment work. 

What they want,“ said Mrs. N. E. Allen, 
8310 Rhodes avenue, “is for us to quit the 
business. It's a man’s business, they say. 
If it is, I should like to know what on earth 
is a woman’s business. Shall she do such 
light and gentle work * brick making and 
ditch digging. ‘ 

“If we won't quit we eae join the union. | 
Then they will allow us to work on skirts. 
They will do the best paying kinds of work. 
Now while the business is slack they are 
devoting their energies to persuading the 
wemen to join and scaring them into quitting. 
They have lared that as soon as the rush 
begins a strike so be declared and the wom- 
en driven out.

Tells of Woman’s Sad Life. 

“Julia often came to our home,” said 
Mr. Fanning yesterday afternoon. “ She 
was lonesome and melancholy and often 
threatened to end her unhappiness by 
death. She said that there was nothing 
left for her in the world; that her baby 
was gone and that she was all alone. I moved 
to California for five years and during that 
time my wife often heard from her. When 
we returned to Chicago she was one of 
the first to visit us. She was with us less 
than a week ago and remained during the 
afternoon. At that time she was depressed, 
and repeated her desire to be away from all 
the Worry and lonesomeness.”’ 

While at the breakfast table yesterday 
morning Mr. Fanning read of the unknown 
woman who had been found lying in the 
water in Garfield park the evening before. 

“This description tallies with that of 
Julia,” said Mr. Fanning. “I wonder if 
it could be her? 


Locket Gives Convincing Clew. 

Then he read farther and found that when 
she was found there was a locket about her 
neck with a picture of a child. 

I believe that it must be Julia,” said Mrs. 
Fanning. Go right away and make sure. 
I feel sure that it must be Julia.” 

As soon as Mr. Fanning entered the under- 
taker’s rooms he recognized the woman. In 
the afternoon he told the coroner’s jury that 
it was the body of Mrs. McKay. He said that 
she had no relatives as far as he remembered 
and that he would attend to the burial. The 
time of the funeral was not decided upon 
yesterday, but probably will take place Mon- 
day afternoon.

CONDUCTORS A 
FULL OF COMPLAINTS. 


Ohairman eof General Committee Says 
the Road Broke the | Original 
Agreements, and Although He Vot- 
ed Against a Strike He ls Ready to 
Help the Trainmen and 
Management Piled on Abuses, Man- 
ing Werk Harder and Hours Longer 


St. Louis, Mo., March 7. —{Special.}—The 
railway conductors on the Wabash road, 
who voted against a strike recently, are com- 
ing to the support of the firemen and train- 


men. 
In a statement issued today John Hopkins, 


Order of Railway Conductors, details the 
grievances of the men and winds up with 
the declaration that they are treated like 
slaves.” | 

The statement is as follows: 

The real grievance is not a case of wages. 
A violation of the old schedule is one of the 
causes of complaint. This is done by the 
company putting on runs with reg- 
ular crews that get a monthly salary. This 
cuts the pay for brakemen from 2 cents a 
mile to about 1 cents, conductores from 8 
cents to 2 cents, while engineers and firemen 
receive the same for working on these trains 


as for ary other freight train. | 


Pile on Abuses. 

„ But this is not the worst feature of the 
arrangement. After the company had these 
runs well established the managers com- 
menced to pile on the abuses so fast that 
one could hardly believe the orders posted 
in the bulletin books. The first of these was 
that crews on Detroit and Chicago runs, 
after running 270 miles, should switch out 
the merohandise and take it downtown with- 
out additional pay. The next was the adding 
of 101 miles each way to the St. Louis mer- 
chandise run, making it 202 miles in the 
round trip additional, with an increase of 
about $3 per month. This additional mile- 
age alone would make a brakeman $60.60 
per month, as it ie a daily run, saying noth-

Springfield, III., March 7.—[{Special.]—The 
coal miners and operators of Illinois, who 
yesterday seemed to be on the verge of a 
disastrous strike, reached an agreement to- 
day and adopted a wage scale and resolutions 
covering the entire state. 

The points in dispute were the wages in the 
northern ‘district and in Williamson county. 
These were conceded by the men, and the 
new scale, which becomes effective April 1, 
grants the miners an increase of 6 cents per 


ton in each district ag adopted at the general. 


conference at Indianapolis. 

The result is a victory for the Illinojs coal 
operators. A straight increase of 6 cents 
a ton was offered by the operators when the 
convention was opened two weeks ago. The 
scale in the greater part of the state was 
adopted ‘without serious difficulty, but for 
several days the two parties have been ina 
deadlock over the scale in Williamson coun- 
3 in the thin vein fields of northern IIli- 


Waive Differential. 


In Williamson county the miners were con- 
tending for an increase of 10 cents a ton. 
It was claimed by them that the scale in the 
past had been 4 cents below the equi le dif- 
ferential as compared with the oining 
fields. In the thin vein fielde the miners con- 
tended for a similar increase. They held that 
the increase of 6 cents a ton would net them 
only about 16 cents increase in each day's 
wages, because of the smail amount of coal 
each miner can dig in the thim veins. In the 
thicker veins the 6 cent increase will net the 
men from 80 to 65 cents a day increase. 

A secret session of the mineworkers was 
held this morning and the result of a strike 
was considered. It was finally agreed to con- 
cede the points. When the joint conference 
convened in the af ternoos the operators con- 
ceded some minor points in the resolutions 
accompanying the scale, and thé agreement 
‘was soon affected. 

The principal comcession made by the op- 
erators was in the price to be paid for pow- 
der. Under the agreement the miners pur- 
chase powder from the operators. Last year 
the price paid was $1.75 a keg. Since that 
— sore was adopted the price of powder 
had n increased, and the operators de-

$185 a Keg.

. HARVARD MAN’S VIEWS. | 


Yale. Officials Decline to Discuss At- 
tack on Gridiron Game Because of 

_ Strained Relations with Cambridge 
Institution, but Want Annual Game 
Continued — Westerners Attribute 
Professor's Strong Views to 
Troubles Between ‘the Two Rivals. 


Because of his official partisan as head of 
the Harvard athletic committee, Prof. Hollis’ 
strictures against football, and particularly 
the game with Yale, received more attention 
from college men than any of the long series 
of attacks against the modern tactics of the 
game. 

Players and coaches are almost . 
mous in disputing the claims of Prof. Hollis. 
Yale leaders refrain from commenting pub- 
licly on the magazine article use of the 
peculiar relations attending Yale-Har- 
vard negotiations, conducted over a tinder 
box, which needs only a spark to start an 
explosion. They are free, however, in ex- 
pressing a desire for the continuation of the 
annual climax to.the season’s hard training. 

Western men are legs careful in their com- 
ment. and several refer pointediy to Harvard 
reverses at the hands of Yale as a possible 
reason for Prof. Hollis’ attitude. Nearly all 
defend the gridiron game, although several 
admit the dangers and growing evils of mass

This agitation about football is becom- 
tiresome,” said Director Stagg of the 
versity of Chicago. I do not care to 

talk about it any more. I have talked 
enough, so that the people know what I think 
about it.

Matter is Referred ‘to Committee for | 
| Serious “ Consideration and Ad- 
viee“—- Recent Article of Prof. Hol- 
Ms Brings Affair to Surface to Re- 
eve Him of Burden of Criticism— 
Radical Measures Discussed by Au- 
thorities for Some Time.

Boston, oe Match 7.—(Special.]—It is 
ta ted on undeniable authority that the fac- 
ulty of Harvard university has seriously 
considered the advisability of abolishing in- 
ſtercollegiate football at Harvard, and that 
dt has referred the matter to the Harvard 
athletic committee for consideration and 
advice. The athletic committee is now in 
@ position where it must investigate and give 
a decision. :

| Revives an Old Question. 


‘The suggestion regarding the game is not 

a recent one. A motion that the game be 
Abolished so far as intercollegiate games are 
concerned w offered ata faculty meeting 
by one of its members last fall, before the 
close of the football season. The advisabil- 
ity of taking such a radical step was freely 
discussed at several faculty meetings, and 
that the matter ultimately was referred to 
the athletic committee, the only body which 
can take final 2482 shows how serlously it 
Was consider. 
It is not Uke however. that the announce- 
ment, that such a step had been taken would 
have been made at this time had it not been 
for the recent article written for the Har- 
vard Graduates’ Magazine by Prof. Ira N. 
Hollis, chairman of the athletic committee 
at. Harvard, 


Hollis. Not Alone in Stand. 


Severe criticism was brought to.bear upon 
Prof, Hollis for his statement that it would 
be a good thing for Harvard to give up the 
annual game with Yale, as being the most 
demoralizing game played by Harvard dur- 
ing the year.“ Because Prof. Hollis seems to 
have been made to bear alone the responsi- 
bility of the sentiment held by many of the 
faculty of the university, the exact status 
of conditions has been revealed by one whose 
qualifications to speak on the matter cannot 
be questioned. 

Before the publication of his article Prof. 
Hollis had remarked that he was preparing 
a paper which doubtless would create a stir, 
and one likely to bring much adverse criti- 
cistn upon his head. This has conte with a 
jvengeance, because of this antagonistic 
comment. 

Prob Calls for Thought. 

It must be understood, however, that the 
Harvard faculty does not recommend that 
football be abolished at Harvard. It simply 
asks the athletic committee to consider the 
advisability of such a radical step. But that 
a majority of the faculty feel that the mat- 
ter is one for serious consideration can hard- 
ly be doubted. 

The situation is made public that under- 
graduates and Harvard men generally may 
know that the future of football at Harvard 
is, in the minds of the Harvard faculty, a 
question for deep thought.

TEST BOXING CASE AT BOSTON. 


Quéstion of Difference Between Private 
and Public Sparring Exhibitions De- 
cided in Favor of Club. 


Boston, Mass.. March 7.—The question of 
what constitutes the difference between a 
‘public and a private sparring exhibition was 
argued today in connection with a test case 
in the Bast Boston court. 

While the court stated that without doubt

It was pretty well 
understood that Smathers had bet heavily 
on his horse, but although he lost his money 
and the honors of the day also, he took the 
defeat like an iron man, and his little speech 
that evening at the horsemen’s . banquet 
showed that he did not allow disappointment 
to sour him, which is the highest quality in 
a Sportsman of any sort. 

While I do not think that Mr. Smathers 
will abandon the sport of racing harness 
horses, just because he has bought some run- 
ners, it is doubtless true that his o tions 
with the trotters and pacers this year will 
not be quite as extensive as in the past.. He 
told men last fall that he should not race in 
the west again, beginning his campaign 
either at Buffalo or Brighton Beach. As to 
Lord Derby being matched against Maj. 
Deilmayg, it is likely that a race will be made, 
as Alta McDonald\now has entire control of 
the Delmar horse and thinks hin a world 
dea ter. Smathers will give him a race with 
Lord Derby fast enough, and horsemen do 
not see how the horses class. 

Derby was a 2:08 to 2:06 trotter all last sum- 
mer and fall, while, with the solitary excep- 
tion of his 2:05% heat at Memphis, Maj. Del- 
mar was a 2:10 to a 2:08 horse, the latter time 
marking his best e previous to 
the Memphis meeting, while Derby had trot- 
ted a heat at Brighton to wagon in 2:05%, 
and, at Empire won two consecutive heats 
to wagon in 2:06. Memphis performances 
are misleading, as witness Chain Shot’s

England, whose representative, S. F. Edge, 
won the cup last year, will be represented 
again by him, by Charles Jarrott, and one 
other not yet chosen. France will be repre- 
sented by Henri Fournier and two not yet 
chosen.

And the race Itself, with each car 
pushed to its limit from the start and deter- 
mined mefi taking every advantage of strate- 
gy while rounding curves. marvelous 
oken necks, 
will contain more excitement and thrills for 
both contestants and spectators than any 
yacht, horse, or foot race ever run. 

The start, just out of Naas, will be on a 
wide road of excellent surface. The first 
mile is winding; then comes a sharp turn to 
the right over a canal bridge, followed by a 
straight stretch for half a mile. The road 
then winds in gentle curves for a mile and 
a half, followed by a stretch nearly three 
miles long of straight road with a good 
surface... 

Cars Cannot Pass Safely. | 

This brings the course to the bridge over 

the Liffey, entering the little tewn of New- 


bridge. The course leads straight up a wide. 


main street for nearly 600 yards, and a 
slight curve to the right, then another to the 
left, lead to a comparatively straight stretch 
of road on to the Curragh, a wide, open 
plain. Here follow three miles of straight 
road of splendid surface, on which the fast- 
est time may be made, but which is so nar- 
row that two cars cannot pass. For this 
stretch there is certain to be a hard fight, 
as the leader on it can run away from the 
others or hold them back, as he chooses. 
There is a slight descent off the Cu 

to a fork, and the road bends slightly to the 
right into the town of Kildare, leading 
straight through Kildare, but with an exit 
from the town exceedingly narrow, offering 
another chance for collisions. Then follows 
a winding stretch of good road, with a sharp 
bend to the right and left over a canal 
bridge, followed by five miles of straight 
road across an open bog.

Test for Running : Gears. 


The rest of the road, through Monaster- 
evan, over the River Barrow, through Mary- 
borough, and to Abbeyleix, is straight and 
winding alternately, It is the same from 
there to Athy. From Athy to Carlow it is 
excellent. Then begins a stretch which is 
rutty, hilly, and will give the axles and run- 
ning gears of the cars severe strain. 

When Timolin is reached good surface is 


‘found again, and the rest ot the route to 


Naas is fair, with the exception of perhaps 
the most dangerous place on the route, a 
double turn near Kilcullen over the bridge, 
where the possibilities of accident from skid- 
ding are greater at any other place in 
the route. 


It is proposed to have the race run from 


Athy to Old Kilcullen, then to Carlow, back 
to Athy, then to Naas. But this would neces- 
sitate the cars passing each other, going in 
opposite directions, between Athy and Kil- 
cullen, unless they kept closer together than 
has ever happened before. It is thought the 
French club will object to this and insist 
on the race being run without interwindings. 


Dispute Likely Over Course, 

The rules which govern the race provide 
that it shall be run between two points not 
less than 93% miles apart. The Irish course, 
if the proposed double loop around Carlor is 
made, will be 131 miles long. Without this 
loop it will be 116 miles, In either case, be- 
ing much shorter than the course last year 
ri miles—it will transform the race into a 
sprint, in which every second will count, and 
the cars will be run at top speed all the time. 
In former races endurance has been a most 
important factor, the majority of cars 
entered, owing to length of the course, 
have broken down. 

The cars entered) by Americans will all 
be equipped with motors of over fifty horse 
power, having maximum speeds of eighty 
miles an hour or. more, it is claimed. The

If fit 
meets with apparent countenance in high 
quarters it is from motives of internal policy, 
for it is incredible that Emperor William 
should think he can do against America what 
Napoleon in the height of his power was un- 
able to accomplish against England.

As to the Monroe Doctrine.

They are 
just as diverting as the German professors 
who have lately been teaching America the 
folly of the Monroe Woctrine, whose evident 
Gisinteresteduéss is as much appreciated 
there as in the United States. England and 
America seem, indeed, closer together than 
ever before.

I found 
myself surrounded by American faces, listen- 
ing to American speeches, and joining in 
American patriotic songs. The first occa- 
sion was the annual luncheon of the Society 
of American Women in London. This so- 
ciety, which has been In existence four years, 
has had its home hitherto in the Princess 
restaurant, in Picadilly, where the luncheon 
is always held. It has now secured club 
premises near Pall Mail, where it will be the 
center of intellectual and social intercourse 
between American women. Most of these 
women are active workers in the strenu- 
ous life of the capital, as writers artists, and 
musicians. Others are wives of Americans 
similarly engaged. Their annual gather 
ings, therefore, are notable events. 


Americans in Exile. 
It is a little embarrassing, however, to 4 
mere man to find himself in company of om 
200 or 300 of the brightest and most intelli, 
gent American women in London, with only 
three other men to keep him in countenance, — 
but having passed through the ordeal I ct 
as an impartial observer assure my readers 
they have every reason to feel proud of the -

D. R. Francis on His Visit 
to Paris. : 


PARIS, ‘March 7.—A’ Tomarkable demon- 
stration of Franco-American cordiality was 
given at the banquet at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing in the hotel Continental to President 
Francis of the St. Louis exposition. 

The banquet was under the presidency of 
Minister of Commerce Trouillot, and was 
attended by 500 of the foremost officials, in- 
cluding a personal representative of Presi- 
dent Loubet, practically the entire ministry, 
and representatives of the state, senate, 
shamber of deputies, judiciary, and of the 

and navy. 

Mr. Francis arrived here from Madrid late 
last night, and, owing to his intention to 
leave for Berlin at 1 o'clock, the banquet 
was arranged for an unusually early hour. 


Prominent Men Are Present. 


During a prolonged demonstration Mr. 
Francis was escorted to the post of honor,

ROME, Merch 7.—Pope Leo XIII. is the 
third occupant of the pontifical throne to 
break the venerable tradition at the vatican. 
Thou shak not see the years of Peter ”’ is 
the solemn declaration appointed to be read 
to the newly elected pope from the papal 
pontificale. Theallusion is to the traditional 
twenty-five years during which space Peter 
is said: to have sojourned in the Roman see. 
Towards the close of the first millennium of 
papal history a popular belief sprang up and 
quickly gained ground that the “ years of 
Peter were too sacred to-be attained to by 
any one of his successors in the see. | 

As many as 263 popes have held the holy 
see since Peter's reign, yet among them all 
Leo XIII. has one rival only im length of reign 
his own immediate predecessor, Pius IX., 
who scored a record of thirty-one years seven 
months and twenty-two days. One other 
pope—Pius VI.—entered upon his twenty- 
fifth year as pope; he, however, gave up the 
eg when little more than midway through 
t | 
Unbroken for Four Centuries. : 

It is not strange that the tradition became 
to be regarded as inviolate. The fourth 
century of the Christian era had dawned 
ere a bishop of Rome, in the person of St. 
Sylvester, lived out the teens of his tenure 
of that see, his episcopate lasting twenty- 
one years eleven months. Within the millen- 
nium two others only reached their majority 
—§t. Leo the Great, who was bishop of Rome 
twenty-one years one month and thirteen 
days; and the Colonna Pope Adrian, who, 
having been elected Feb. 9, 772, and having 
died Dec. 26, 795, surpassed all his prede- 
cessors in a reign of twenty-three years ten 
months and seventeen days. Thence to the 
decline ef the eighteenth century only one 
pope, Alexander III., reigned over 
one years. 

Until 1872 the legend continued to enjoy 
support in fact. From a tradition it had 
passed into a superstition, and when in com- 
memoration of Pius IX.’s unexampled 
length of rule the vatican chapter restored 
the great baldachino over the famous bronze 
image in his basilica, and surmounted the 
same with the mosaic portrait of Pius IX. 
inscribed, ‘‘ Who alone equaled the years 
of Peter in the Roman pontificate,’’ there 
were murmurs of disapproval from the apol- 
ogists. 

Today, for the second time within fifty 
years, that prophetic saying is belied by 
fact; and it would seem as though a wise 
providence had delayed its breakup until 
these latter days when, in the strongholds 
of traditionalism, even the collapse, one 
after another, of what were time honored 
legends and beliefs, tends to arouse less 
chagrin and concern. 


Doubted His Strength. 


If the tradition embodied in the papal 


tered by facts still wider of the mark have 
proved Leo's personal forebodings about the 
brevity of his rule. With ninet votes in 
his favor as against six for his Chief rival 
in the first scrutiny, and with twenty-nine 
as against seven in the second, his election 
had become a dead certainty. 

Just before this the future Leo XIII. became 
so convulsed with emotion that he could not 
handle a pen. He retired to shut himself up 
in the privacy of his own cell. Menghini, 
Cardinal Hohenlohe’s companion, found him 
seated there before his desk pensive and sad 
and terribly agitated. ‘‘ Why allow yourself 
to be upset like this?“ began Menghini. ‘‘ The 
causes are indeed serious enough; but noth- 
ing is gained by so great fearfulness. The 
bark of Peter needs an expert pilot, and 
none is better fitted to guide it than yourself, 
eminence.“ 

But a few weeks ago great crowds! were 
filing before the corpse of a once powerful 
cardinal, as it lay in state in a vast hall of 
the Cancelleria palace at Rome. The form 
and features had undergone such change 
through physical and mental anguish as to 
be almost unrecognizable even to those who 
knew him well. Last but one of the surviving 
electors of Leo XIII., Cardinal Parocchi— 
for he it was—had already kept the silver 
jubilee of his own election to the Sacred col- 
jege. In the prime of manhood he had 
hastened back after the conclave of 1878 to 
his archdiocese of Bologna to announce for- 
mally to his flock the newly elected pontiff. 
This he is recorded as having done from his 
cathedral pulpit in the following terms: 
“The cardinals have fixed their choice upon 
an old man of 67, who has taken to himself 
the name of Leo XIII. He is ih delicate 
health, and I fear that I shall soon be called 
upon to undertake another journey to Rome 
to attend another conclave.’

as the only brother and heir of Victor, the 
Bonapartist pretender, is regarded as a seri- 
ous danger to the present régime in France. 

Another alien prince in the Russian army is 
Don Jaime, the sole son and heir of the Span- 
ish pretender, Don Carlos. Heis captain ofa 
cavalry regiment stationed at Warsaw, and 
during the military operations in China a 
couple of years ago considerably distin- 
guished himself in the storming of the capital 
of Manchuria. One of the brothers of the 
crown prince of Siam is also serving in the 
a army and visited this country last 

The reigning prince of Monaco served prior 
to his accession to the throne in the Spanish 
navy, in which he holds the rank of captain, 
and the duke of Montpensier, only brother 
of the childless duke of Orleans, and heir 
to his pretensions to the French throne, 
has lately graduated from the naval acade- 
my at Cadiz into the Spanish navy with the 
rank of midshipman or sublieutenant. Sev- 
eral of the sons of the count of Caserta, 
claimant to the throne of Naples, and half 
brother and heir of the late king of the 
Two Sicilies, are likewise serving under the 
Spanish flag. One of them, who distinguish- 
ed himself during the insurrection in Cuba, 
winning the cross of St. Ferdinand for gal- 
lantry under fire, is now married to the 
eldest sister of young King Alfonso, and in 
the event of the latter’s death without issue 
he becomes king consort of Spain. 

Prince John of Orleans, duke of Guise, 
holds a commission in the Danish army, in 
which he received his military training. He 
is the son of the duc de Chartres. Prince 
Peter, Prince Louis, and Prince Anthony of 
Orleans, sons of the ex-crown princess of 
Brazil, and Prince Emmanuel of Orleans, 
duke of Vendome, and son of the duc d@' Alen- 
gon. are all four officers of Austrian cavalry, 
and received their military education at 
the Vienna theresanium, of which the pres- 
ent khedive of Egypt and his brother, Prince 
Mehemet Ali, are likewise graduates, as was 
also the late king of Spain. Duke Miguel 
of Braganza, legitimist pretender to the 
throne of Portugal, is a colonel of Austrian 
hussars, and his two sons have recently 
been forced to sever their connection with 
the Saxon and Austrian armies, respective- 
ly, in which they held commissions as officers 
of cavalry.

HE many citizens who re-

GRAEME STEWART SOMINATED. 


The most exciting contest over a mayor- 
alty nomination that Chicago has ever wit- 
nessed came to a close yesterday when the 
‘republican city convention put Graeme 
Stewart, instead of John M. Harlan, at the 


head of the ticket. The unsuccessful can- 


didate made a notable campaign. While 


he did not win he can comfort himself with 
the reflection that it was through no lack 
of energy or determination on his part that 
he failed to achieve success. The man 
who can induce 38,536 Ohicagoans to go 
to the primaries to vote for him has done 
what few men can do. He has made it 
plain that he has a persona! following any 
one may be proud of. 

But Mr. Graeme Stewart had several 
thousand more friends than Mr. Harlan 
had. They elected at honestly conducted 
primaries a majority of the delegates to 


the convention, who made Mr. Stewart the 


ma yoralty nominee of the republican party 
by a vote of 602 to 338. He was fairly 
nominated and he is entitled to the united 
support of the party—of the men who did 
not go to the primaries and of the men who 
went there to vote against him. 

It is not necessary to print a biography of 


‘Mr. Graeme Stewart for the information of 


Chicagoans. They were well acquainted 
with him before he was spoken of as a candi- 
date for the mayoralty nomination. They 
have known him as one of the active, pro- 
gressive business men of Chicago who has 
not allowed himself to be so engrossed in 
business as to be indifferent to his duties as 
a citizen. He belongs to the class of men— 
too small a class, unfortunately—who assist 
in promoting the commercial or industrial 
interests of the city.and at the same time 
play an active and creditable part in political 
affairs. 

The mayor of Chicago is at the head of 
what is, in many respects, a great) business 
corporation. He is at a disadvantage if he 
has not had the benefit of a business training. 
He is at a disadvantage also if he has never 
been in political life. Experience in it ac- 
quaints him with the men he will have to 
deal with, and makes it easier for him to 
get along with and manage men. Inneither 


of these respects will Mr. Stewart be at a 


disadvantage if put in the mayor’s chair. 
He will be an intelligent, judicious adminis- 
trator.of municipal affairs. He has estab- 
lished his reputation for integrity and capa- 


bility. He will do nothing if n * 


to impair it. 


The convention, having given the es 


side the mayor, gave the west side the three 
other offices. The nominee for city attorney 
is Ald. Smulski, who has made a fine record 
in the council and who is popular among the 
Poles. The selection of Fred C. Bender for 
city clerk will be gratifying to the labor 


| organizations, some of which have warmly 


favored his candidacy. He is already on the 
independent labor ticket. Mr. Thomas 
Shaughnessy, the nominee for city treasurer, 
is a traveling man who has been active in 


the past in local polities. 


The contest at the primaries. seks an ani- 
mated one. - Seventy-three thousand votes 
were cast there. Energy equal to that ex- 
pended in efforts to nominate a mayoralty 
candidate should be put forth now in efforts 
to elect the candidate. Mr. Harlan will do 
his part. Yesterday in the convention he 
pledged Mr. Stewart his support and his 
vote. -Mr. Stewart is assured of the hearty 
backing of all republicans. He is entitled

A UNIVERSITY 

A new way of getting professors of Eng- 
lish literature—this is the reform which 
Tun TRIBUNE suggests as a means of put- 
ting an end to the present tedious discus- 
sion with regard to the Pree of Eng- 
lish in our universities. 

What is the present way of getting pro- 
fessors of English literature? This: Catch 
an undergraduate who has a passion for 
reading; keep him away from games and 
parties; make him read all the time; when 
he has been graduated give him a fellow- 
ship; this will keep him as far as possible 
from life and as near as possible to the 
library. After he has held his fellowship, 
start him in for his Ph. D.; this will con- 
tinue to keep him away from life, which 
is a tale told by an idiot, full of sound and 
fury, signifying nothing, and will oblige 
him to study the influence of the mahabha- 
rata on the Nibelungenlied; he will also 
have to find out why Schmidt thinks that 
Shakspeare was a Romanist and why La- 
joie thinks that he was a Buddhist. 


sity of Leipsic, where he will be able to 


put a bulwark of encyclopedias and card 


catalogues between himself and all distract- 


ing and demoralizing human acquaintance; 


then bring him back to this country and 
let him correct undergraduate examination 
papers for three years. By this time any 
foolish youthful desire he may have had 
for. wandering and experiencing will have 
subsided. Now, therefore, elevate him fo 


a chair of comparative literature and let 


him give lectures on what men in various 
languages have at various times paid about 
this world. 

The weak point in the method here out- 
lined is that of all the things taught at the 
universities literature is the one that is 
most dependent for its vitality on the human 
life which human beings lead. Botany, 
zoblogy, mechanics, astronomy, and phi- 
ivlogy, even history, economics, and sociol- 
ogy, can be understood without much hu- 
man experience. They are intellectual ex- 
ercises. A man might never talk to another 
man and yet be a good philologian. Liter- 
ature, however, must put its roots into 
human life or else cease to be true litera- 
ture. To know and appreciate literature 
2 must know and appreciate life. This 

is a truism, ap obviousism. To try to get 
literature without life is like trying to get 
a reflection without any object to be re- 
flected. . 

What Tun Trrevne sug- 
gests, therefore, to university authorities 
is that they bring in a new breed of pro- 
fessors of English literature from among 
the men who have really lived the life of 
this age and who have really produced some 
of its literature. The Nineteenth Century 
calls attention to the interesting fact that 
the men who are teaching the science of 
war in the Duglish staff college have most 
of them never taken part in any battles. | 
Most of our professor of English litera- 
ture are in the same predicament, What

have really lived and really written. There 
are some such professors now. We ought 
to have more of them. English literature 
has suffered many. things at the hands of 
men who have never been in the game but 
who sit on the sidelines in their chairs and 
get up sets of rules. Let the univerpities 
go out and catch a few men who have 
played the game as it is today and let them 
put these men in chairs to tell the under- 
graduates what the game really is. Our 
‘football coaches’ are football players. Let 


our literary instructors be literary erafts- 


men. The real expert is the man who has 
done things; not the man who has heard 
about mem who have done things. The pro- 
fessor of literature should have done two 
things. He should have lived, he should 
have written. He will never be able to do 
these two things in the treadmill of prizes, 
fellowships, scientific investigations, and 
doctors’ theses. Either give him more free- 
dom or get in the men to whom living and 
writing have been matters of experience as 
well ae of study. '

be made. It is to be hoped also that the 
democrats will put in the field aldermanic 
candidates who will deserve the gy cag 
confidence of citizens. 

The democrats will not make their nom- 
inat ions until after the republicans have 
made theirs. If in some instances the re- 
publican nominees are undesirable men it 
will be in the power of the democrats to de- 
feat them by opposing to them men of ad- 
mitted ability and integrity. The spirit 
of independence is rife among the voters 
and they are influenced by the merits of 
candidates far more than they are by their 
party labels. The democrats if intelligent 
will take advantage of every aldermanic 
blunder their political adversaries make and 
will gain popular approval by doing so. 

After all the nominations shall have been 
made the voters will be given full: and un- 
biased information as to the records of can- 
didates.

WELL PAID BUT DISCONTENTED. 
One manifestation of social discontent 
that Prof. John Graham Brooks dwells upon 
in his book, The Social Unrest,” and which 
it is difficult for most employers of labor to 
understand, is the tendency of well paid 
labor to take offense easily and to be quicker 
than low paid labor to express dissatisfac- 
tion and discontent. As Prof. Brooks puts 
it: “ That men with higher wages should be 
the first to strike has vexed many an em- 
ployer dnd filled many polite persons with 
disgust.” Frequently the “ polite person ” 
in question is a housekeeper who, expecting, 
after she has raised her maid's wages, that 
content will forever reign in the servant 
breast, is surprised to learn that a maid’s 
ambitions may even soar beyond the newly f 
increased wages. The more you give them 
the more they want,” is the indignant pro- 
test, and the accusation of entertaining a de- 
sire to possess this whole hemisphere is not 
uncommonly brought against both domestic 
and business employés. But Prof. Brooks 
says that this is but one of the signs of 
progress, for— 

‘Higher earnings, ampler knowledge, ane free- 
dom go with new ambitions and a keener sensi- 
tiveness about all hindrances to progress. Every 
improvement, every step in the enjoyment of new 
comforts which leisure and better pay afford con- 
stitutes a reason for new efforts. A higher stand- 
ard of living once gained becomes of itself a senti- 
ment so responsive that any act or event which 
seems to thréaten that standard arouses instant 
alarm and hostility. The force of this is not seen 
uniess we realize the rapidity with which new 
wants in our age and country are formed. The 
higher standards of comfort—food, clothing, hous- 
ing, leisure—once established become a necessity 


so imperious that men will put forth their whole 
A shrewd builder of 


workingmen's houses in a Massachusetts shoe 
town says: I don’t dare to put up a new. house 
now without a bathroom. So many of the shoe 
hands have got a taste of it that all demand it.“ 


This interpretation of a common phase of 
discontent may not help one in settling with 
the malcontents, but it makes one under- 
stand that it is not always because of a mali- 
cious desire to get all they can out of you 
that thé’dissatisfied ones are persuaded to 
keep on asking for more wages. And it 
ought to be a matter for congratulation that 
the higher standards prevail and that the 
bathroom, once a rich man’s luxury, is now 

a poor man’s necessity. 


PRIMITIVE SQUAWS. | 
There is one woman in New York, presi- 


dent of a leading club, who has the courage 
of her convictions and a forceful manner of 
expressing them. She takes direct issue 
with President Roosevelt’s ideas of domes- 
tic life and “ race suicide,” and character- 
ines women who remain at home, attend to 
domestic duties, and rear large families as 
primitive squa ws.“ 
The club, woman in question is evidently 
a “coming woman” who has fully come. 
She is the prematurely ripened product of 
the twentieth century, and perhaps she may 
be accepted as the type of what all the 
“ coming women will be when they arrive 
at various periods between the beginning 
and close of the century. But is the situa- 
tion quite as bad as the New York woman 
describes it? The “ primitive squaw ” was 
the abject slave of her husband. She not 
only reared the papooses but she carried 
all the burdens on the march and did all 
the labor, except hunting, and the “ big in- 
jun loafed, smoked, and enjoyed himself 
when he was not on the warpath or in chase 
of game. Now, to compare the woman who 
stays at home with this “ primitive squaw * 
is hardly just. She does the woman's share 
of the work, which is the household work. 
The husband does the man's share of the 
work, which is the outdoor work necessary 
for subsistence—in most cases for comfort, 
in many cases for luxury. Theextent either 
of comfort or luxury Jargely depends upon 
the feminine caprice or ambition. Some- 
times the demand is so extortionate that 
the man breaks down trying to satisfy it. 
But in the largest number of cases the work- 
ing partnership is arranged upon equitable 
and harmonious terms. In case a man re- 
fuses to work and earn subsistence the wom- 
an has a remedy at law. There was no law 
to which the primitive qua ws could ap- 
peal. The epithet is a libelous characteriza- 
tion of the great majority of women by a 
thoughtless woman presuming upon her new 
freedom.

“ts mall. The clase of women who remain 
at home is an immense one, and it will al- 
ways continue to be so. Perhaps mem- 
bers of the former class will tire of wild am- 
bitions and wish to stay at home now and 
then. Perhaps they will find that it is possi- 
ble to combine domestic and public duties; 
that it is not necessary to be a “ primitive 
squaw” because one remains at home, or 


an advanced idler, so far as domesticity ie 


concerned, because one is a club woman. 
The middle way is the safest and the easiest, 
and thousands of so-called primitive 
squaws” are following it, with happiness 
in the household and success in the club- 
room, with the gratitude of the tyrant man 
and the anges te of the olive branches, be 
they many or * 


— AND 

The managers of the Athletic club of this 
city, taking account of stock after their 
Japanese féte,” which was the attrac- 
tion of the regular “ ladies’ day,” found 
not only that 237 sprigs of artificial apple 
and chrysanthemum blossome had disap- 
peared from the decorations, as well as au 
unknown number of miniature vases and 
bits of bric-A-brac, but that in round num- 
bers 200 spoons are lacking. It is signifi- 
cant thet this property disappeared on 
“ ladies’ day.” It is still more significant 
that men have no use for decorative ad- 


juncts, for vases, for bits of china; for small 


bric - A- brae, or for spoons. The inference 
is unavoidable. All this must have been 
feminine plunder; perhaps, more politely 
speaking, feminine perquisites. | 

The Athletic elub is not the only sufferer 
at the hands of the fair and felonious sex. 
Other clubs to which women gain admis- 
sion have the same experience. The res- 
taurants in our leading dry goods stores, 
even in women’s clubs, and wherever the 
temptation is offered are despoiled in a sim- 
iar manner, pot only of spoons, but of cups, 
napkins, plates, and small tableware, The 
amount taken each year reaches a 8 
erable sum in value and is probably set 
down to wear and tear; sometimes it is 
charged up against the poor waiter when 
anything disappears from his or her table. 
Of course, this is not the work of the reg- 
ular shoplifters, who would scouts smal] 
pilfering. The articles taken are always 
small and one goes ata time. It cannot be 
said that the fair plunderers have any in- 
tention of stealing or consider their act as 
at all wrong, furtive and cunning as they 
have to be in its commission. They do not 
consider it “a sin to steal a pin” or even 
a spoon, or a cup, or now and then a hand- 
some plate. Some of the pilferers probably 
are making collections, and collectors al- 
ways are absolved when they take things 
which do not belong to them for purely 
artistic purposes. Others probably are 


tempted by the beauty of the object and 


cannot refrain from appropriating it, salv- 
ing their consciences with the thought that 
there are “ plenty more where that came 
from,” and that the proprietor will not miss 
one little spoon any way. Probably he 
would not if it were only one little spoon, 
but when the little spoons go every day 
and in a short time hundreds are gone it 
adds appreciably to the expense account. 
When 200 go in a single night, as at the 
Athletic club, it amounts to a raid. It is 
loot on a large scale. At the restaurant 
the looter may excuse herself on the plea 
that she is overcharged for her repast and 
that the N can afford to throw in 
a spoon. 

Whatever may be the cause for this whole- 

sale appropriation of spoons, be it loot out- 
right or a craze for souvenirs, the custom 


„has evidently come to stay and must be 


recognized. Prudent managers will make 
allowances for it, and in high toned restau- 
rants and clubs adjust their tariffs accord- 
ingly. The spoon to lovely woman evi- 
dently is mo more sacred than the umbrella 


to the common man. 


EXCESSIVE LOVE OF BOOKS. 

It has recently been ascertained that a 
confidential clerk of a banking house in 
Philadelphia who committed suicide was a 
defaulter to the extent of nearly $80,000 
and that a passion for rare books was the 
cause of his ruin. The president of the 
bank says: Goodwin's downfall was due 
to the love of books. He was a lover of 
rare editions and expensfve bindings. His 
early embezzlements went to gratify this 
taste. As years passed he found his short- 
age becoming greater and took more mohey 
for speculation in cheap stocks in the hope 
of recovering himself.” 

This characterization should not have 
been made without a saving clause, for it 
casts an unjust aspersion upon the excellent 
and gentle guild of bibliophiles who are not 
necessarily bibliomaniacs and so rarely 
embezzlers that the unfortunate Good- 
win’s case must be classed as phe- 
nomenal. He was a degenerate biblio- 
maniac. He had not that fine sense of 
morality which characterizes the class. It 
is a gentle, patient, long suffering class. It 
will submit to personal privations to secure 
a prize, and the family also will submit to 
them and join the head of the house in his 
exultations when he brings home the coy- 
‘eted volume with its rare binding or its 
autograph or its first edition 
imprint. 

The genuine and healthy book collector 
is never knowingly a criminal. He may 
mortgage his house, he may run into debt, 
he may spend the money which should have 
gone to the grocer upon a rare tale copy, 
he may even in the last stages of impecuni- 
osity yield to an overwhelming passion and 
appropriate the volume, but he feels no 
sense of wrong in thus yielding to the de- 
mands of his higher nature. Nor does the 
bookseller or the creditor impute it to him 
as a fault, for they know he will make ample 
restitution when he can. | 

The genuine lover of the book in its 
choicest conditions can no more do wrong in 
his world of books than the complete 
angler” in his world of nature. He may 
be reckless, imprudent, careless of the 
future.

Indeed, it may be stated without exaggera- 
tion that not only in Germany but likewise 
in every other country where the bible is 
known and read the views recently an- 
nounced by the emperor upon the subject 
form today a matter of discussion. 

The kaiser understands in an altogether 
unrivaled degree the art of keeping himself 
in the public eye—not, like Napoleon, by san- 
guinary campaigns and battlefield victories, 
entailing Hoodshed, devastation, and ruin, 
but by perfectly peaceful methods. More- 
aver, every one now takes the emperor seri- 
ously, and while many may differ from his 
religious doctrines, as from his theories on 
other subjects, yet they command attention. 
This is because people have acquired the as- 
surance that he is thoroughly sincere in his 
expressions of opinion, and that, although 
they may not commend themselves to ail, yet 
they are usually the result of thought, 
study, and discussion by a man who is ein- 
gularly well read, cultured, and who has ina 
men ked degree ail his wits about him.

The emperor of Austria is, like Emperor 
William, a thoroughly religious man and a 
truly devout son of the church. But neither 
the king of Sweden nor of Denmark, nor 
yet of Portugal, nor of Italy are credited 
with exceptional piety, while King Leopold 
usually goes to church once a year—that is 
to say, on his birthday, when he attends 
divine service in state at St. Gudule at 
Brussels. 

King Victor Emmanuel is notoriously a 
less religious man than his father and grand- 
father. The king of Würtemberg is a jovial 
ex-cavalry officer who bothers little about 
réligious matters. The new king of Saxony 
is a Roman Catholic of a reactionary type, 
while the young queen of Holland is not 
what one would call an enthusiastic church 
woman. King Charles of Roumania is a 
lukewarm Catholic who has married a 
Lutheran, and whose heir. presumptive to 
the throne, young Prince Carol, is being 
brought up as a member of the Greek Ortho- 
dox rite, as is also the eldest son of the 
prince of Bulgaria, who is himself an excom- 
municated Roman Catholic.

Neither death nor old age is instantaneous or universal. Despite 
appearances, death does not come by a stroke. Death is a process. It 
usually commences at a single point and extends more or less swiftly.

Canada next August is going to be an évent 
second only in importance to the visit ot the 
duke and duchess of Cornwall and York; now 7 
the prince and princess of Wales. 

The party is to travel in a Spécial train 
and will de taken through from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. The distinguished visitors 
are coming when the fruits and flowers, the 
farms, woods, rivers, mountains, and valleys 
of Canada are at their best. 

Few Know the Country. 

Not one member of the house of lords or 

commons out of ten has the remotest idea 


what Canada is like, what a powerful fac- 
tor it can be made in the destiny of the em- 


RR 


pire by diverting to these shores the streams 


of men and capital now flowing in other di- 
rections. When the party returns to Great 
Britain it would be strange if they should 
mot have become converts to a discrimina- 
tory policy in favor of Canada. 

The fast officia] returns furnished strong 
support to the movement for further protec- 
tion against the Unitéd States and British 
manufacturers. - The Canadian industries 
chiefly affected are the metals and mant- 
factures thereof, cottons and woolens. In 
metals American competition is the most 
severe, In cottons the effects of the British 
importations are most keenly felt, as regards 
the staple manufactured lines, the bulk of the 
imports from the United States being raw 
material and grades of goods not largely 
manufactured in Canada. In woolens the 
chief imports are from Great Britain. 


Figures on Imports. 

An aoalysis of the returns show ‘that in, 
and minerals and their manufactires, 
for the calendar year, the receipts from Great 
Britain totaled $10,382,853, of which $3,871,632 
was free; from. the United States; $82,364,224. 
of which $10,327,578 was free; and from other 
countries, $3,872,068, of 1 $1, 785,385 was 
free. The total is $46,620,045 
The value of the imported cottons and 
mahufactures of cotton from Great Britain 
for the calendar year amounted to $5,686,143 
in value, of, which $242,917 came in free of 
duty. From the United States the value was 
N. D. of which not less than $6,064,193 
came in free of duty, chiefly raw material; 
and from other countries, $768,757, of which 
"$11,460 worth was free. The total value of 
imported cottons was therefore $14,164,026, 
quite sufficient to materially affect the Cana- 

dian mills. 

In woolens Canada received from Great 
Britain a total of $10,745,599: in value, of which 
$884,683 came in free: from the United States, 
$675,384, of which $298,495 was free; and from 
other countries, $2.336,881, of which $518, 464 
came in free. Total, $13,757,864. 


Competition Hurts Canada. 14 


These figures prove the metals, cottons, and 
woolen incustries of Canada, to say nothing 
of the many lines dependent or allied to them, - 
Are seriously affected by American and Brit- 
ish competition. The president of the Cana- 
dian Manufacturers“ assbciation, in a recent 
interview on the suggestion that tariff revi- 
sion be deferred until after the meeting of the 
joint commission, is reported to have said: 

here is no need of the dominion govern- 
ment holding back what is the just due of the 
Canadian manufacturers until it sees what 
the joint high commission willdo. Manufac- 
turing jnterests in Canada are suffering se- 
verely enough as it is, without receiving this 
additional blow. : Premier Laurier ought-to 
drop the hole scheme just where it 18. If 
he tduches if at all it only means that Canada 
will get the worst of it. I am stronger than 
ever fi favor of a higher protective tariff not 
- only against the United States but England 
as well. It is only when Canada has taken 
* step that she has any chance of becoming 

great nation like the United States.’’ 


Dry Dock at Montreal. 

Among the improvements contemplated at 
Montreal in connection with the great trans- 
portation scheme, which is intended to make 
that port one of the greatest shipping points 
on the American continent, is a dry dock to 
accommodate the heaviest ocean and lake 
st ers. The minister of marine and fish- 
eries has now appointed a commission to 
report upon the whole question. 


No Sentiment for Annexation. . . 

Yukon’s new governor, Fred T. Congdon, 
late * prosecutor of the territory, is 
here to-receive his formal appointment and 
on business with the government connect- 
ed with the new office. Referring to the 
talk of annexation to the United States, he 
said in an interview that the feeling in 
favor of anhexdtion with the United States 
had no éxistence except possibly among 
some not naturalized Americans, who had 
been brought up with a terror for the king's 
rule. Recently over 500 citizens of the Unit- 
ed States had become naturalized besides 
200 other foreigners. The Americans great- 
ly admired the way law and order was kept 
in the territory, where the life of the citi- 
seul was as safe as in eastern Canada. Many 
Americans were so surprised and delighted 
with the northwest mounted police that they 
Were advocating the formation of a similar 
body in Alaska asa protection at Nome and 
other mining centers. 


“Washington of the North.“ 
Carrying out Sir Wilrid Laurier’s idea of 
making Ottawa the Washington of the 
north, plans have been prepared to be sub- 
mitted to the cabinet for another immense 
Plock of departmental buildings facing the 
house of commons and senate. If the plans 
are adopted the new block will take in the 
Dank buildings and clubs on Wellington 
street, comprising the entire block from Met- 
calfe street west to O'Connor, with an arch- 
Way over Metcalfe street, between Sparks 
and Wellington streets, connecting. the large 
Langevin :biock, which runs east to Elgin. 
This will make one of the largest and hand- 
somest government buildings in America. 
The central arch is to be ornamented with 
sculptures and castings commemorative of 
mational achievements and Canadian histor- 
ical events. It is suggested that the group 
of Bronze figures surmounting the arch 
ond typify the several regiments which 
Canada sent to defend the empire in south 
Africa. The cost of the new buildings is 
estimated roughly at between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000.

Dastern railroad managers profess to be 
amused at the efforts being made by the

‘duced rates, and rebates to shippers. | 

While the new statute has caused a great 
commotion among western roads, the exe- 
cutive officers of which have found it nec- 
éssary to hold meetings to discuss its scope 
and effect, officials of equal position on the 
eastern roads have been calm almost to 
indifference. One of their number said yes- 
terday that he could see no n why the 
eastern roads should be con over this 


ing kept within thé previously established 
law relative to the regulation of interstate 
commerce is sufficient proof, he declared, 
that they have nothing to worry over. | 
Action Held Not Complimentary, 
It is not at all flattering, he said, to the 
western railway managers that they find it 
necessary to meet and determine whether 
they can do this, thet, or the other thing. 
It ig generally known, he asserted, that they 
have not at all times obeyed the interstate 
law—in fact, that they preferred, whenever 
competitive conditions made it necessary, to 
do otherwise rather than lose the business 
they were after. And they have not hesi- 
— to come into eastern territory, the offi- 
cial declared, and resort to irregularities that 
they knew were in violation ot the law. 
There has been too much freedom, he con- 
tinued, in the use of free transportation to 
influence traffic in the west, and it is proba- 
ble that the officials will be more careful 
hereafter, but no doubt they will find some 
way to get vented the law without the risk

| Declares the law Is Violated. 

It is also looked upon as strange that so 
much importance should be attached by the 
western roads to those features of the law 
which are in their favor, such as the pro- 
hibition of rebates and the giving of freeand 
reduced transportation, while no attention 
whatever is given those provisions of the law 
that are not in their favor. Theanti-pooling 
clause of the law is not now observed, and 
no movement ie on foot to secure its ob- 
servance. The western immigrant pool, for 
instance, Is one of the most flagrant viola- 
tions of the anti-pooling clause of the law. 
The agreement not only provides for a proper 
distribution of the business among the vari- 
ous roads by the pool agent in New York, but

When the interstate commercec n 
investigated this pool sometime : ago » the rail- 
roads put up the claim that the passenger 
business was not subject to the provisions 
of the interstate law. Now that they find 
that the Elkins amendment provides them 
with a good excuse for increasing their rev- 
enues, by cutting off free or reduced trans- 
portation,

| Writing With Voice. 


The human voice no longer needs 4 Bos well 
to hand its history down to new generations. 
It can write its autobiography, t it will, not 
merely on the ear, to die with the — 2 s 
passing memory, but in permanent form, on 
tablets that may be stored away in archives 
to outlive man’s recollection. The apparatus 


which makes this possible is described in a 


recent book on French pronunciation, writ- 
ten jointly by L’ Abbé Rousseiot, director of 
the laboratory of experimental phonetics in 
the College de France, and by his colleague, 
M. Fauste Laclotte. The instrument, which 
is intended for scientific classification of a 
spoken word, is simple. Three sound trans- 
mitters, a mouthpiece, a small olive shaped 
bulb to fit in the nostril, and a pad to be 
fastened upon the thyroid cartilege by a 
rubber band, are connected by tubes with 
rubber covered disks, im whose centers styles 
are fastened.

Within the last fifteen years nine new jewel settings have 
been added to the movement of a first class watch, and with 
its total of twenty-four jewels the watch of today not only is 
better than a watch ever was before the era of machine 


watchmaking, but these new jewels have made an added de- 


mand for expert jawel setters, until every watch factory in 


the country is producing far below its capacity because of 


watch.

The term “ jewel” in a watch mévement must be taken 
Wterally.

It is easy to make a watch when 
one has the machinery—but the machinery? 

The machine shop of the factory is one of the largest and 
busiest ot the machine rooms in the plant. Tools for auto- 
matic machinery are made in it, just as machinery for making 
machinery for making tools is executed there; and when it 
comes to making a full set of tools for the making of a new 
style of watch, the machine shop of the Rockford company 
das fust completed one set after working 4 full year and a 
half on it. 

There are three sizes of watches most in demand. They are 
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size 18, with a diameter of 1.8 inches; size 16, which is 1.65; 
and size 6, for women, whieh 16 1.35 inches. Trainmem gen 
erally still insist upon the largest size of watch, and in thd 
main they contend for a heavy case. Otherwise the tendency 
on all sides is toward smaller and lighter patterns, the gold 
filled case becoming more and more popular. 

As to the watchmakers.of the factory, women and giris 


are of the best class of workmen. They are more patient 


than men, they keep better tempers, are sober, and where so 
much depends upon the sensitiveness of the touch they are 
better equipped by nature.

The other day 
a man in the saloon where the drink was in- 
vented happened to think of the old joy pro- 
ducer.

They are open to the men, who, 
more unfortunate than the ordinary derelicts 
of the street, cannot afford to pay even the 
10 cents required by the more numerous 
places of refuge. 

The great body of the 40,000 are able to do 
better for themselves. It is an unlucky man 
who, when night drives him to shelter, has 
not been able to raise at least 10 cents from 
the charitable in the street. For 10 cents he 
can secure what is comfort to him. 

One of the best managed of these cheap 
lodging houses is now in South Clark street. 
It will shelter 125 men and its fame has 
traveled abroad in the streets. So generally 
is it sought that the men of the street know

ISITORS of the Jones public school, 
Harrison street, between State and 
Dearborn, are frequently astonished at 
sight of the large and eager groups 
of adult students at work in the sec- 
ond and third floor hallways. Long tables 
have been placed in these hallways, and 
about them sit serious faced, determined 
youths of anywhere from 17 to 21 or 22, each 
busy with slate, primer, or some simple school 

problem. | 
Between 70 and 80 of these ambitious young 
students sit out in the hallways daily, and 
most of them are studying in the first 
reader or similarly simple and 
elementary problems. All are determined, 
however, to know lots more before the 
advent of the warm spring weather calls 
them away from scholastic labors and back 

to the workaday world. 
Most of these young men are of Italian and 
Greek extraction, and nearly all are busy, 
during the more temperate seasons, at fruit 
selling or kindred business efforts. No time 
for the securing of the education they are 
so desirous of attaining can be found from 
early spring until late autumn. But when 
Jack Frost sets them free from their ordinary 
labors, the Jones school claims interest and 
time. In order to facilitate their efforts and 
‘endeavors the boys and young men are 
placed by themselves in the hallways of the 
second and third floors, instead of in the 
rooms and classes where preliminary instruc- 
tlons are more normally carried on. Thus 
the adult students are spared the mortifica-

Therefore, the average 
man, whether dark or fair, shaves sixty-eight 
inches once every twenty-four hours.

A.: For bleaching the skin there are many recipes. One 
of these consists of boracic acid 2 drams, rose water 4 ounces, 
and witch hazel 4 ounces. This can be used as a wash for 
the face, But the greatest remedy will lie in avoiding highly 
spiced foods, and in taking exercise in the open air. 

L.: You do not mention the kind of wrinkle remedy you 
desire. Perhaps cold cream my not agréé with your face. 
There are those who cannot use it at all. In that case, take 
the pure oll of mutton, mix it half and halt with the pure oil 
of sweet olives, and use as 4 massage. ; 

B.: Do not use cold cream with glycerine in it, for it is 
evident that it irritates your skin. You can make a good cold 
cream from perfectly pure lard, tried out by yourself, with a 
few drops of scent added to it, and a quantity of pure sweet 
oil equaling the lard. Ps : 

Falling Hair; You must not shampoo falling hair. Instead 
of washing u in soap and water you must lightly rub the roots 
with a little castor oil, Half a dozen drops will go all over 
the head. If this is unpleasant substitute olive oll, but the 
castor oil is better, for it will feed the roots. 

Thin Hair: You might try the experiment of changing your 
style of hair dressing three times during the twenty-four 
hours.

This ‘increase was the average materia 
increase of population, despite the mortality of the 
infants, | children, adults, and the aged; an - 
crease based upon the fact that for every 100 man 
ried women in continental Europe 420 children 
were born. From this average birth rate among 
Europeans it becomes plain what enormous mer 
tality losses are considered in the world’s average 
increase of only ten to the 1,000 of population. 

With reference to the present interest in the 
birth rate of civilization, France has been the 
provoking cause. Since the beginning of the ning 
tenth century France has been facing a death 
rate which has made its birth rate resemble the 
30 cents of the slang dictionary. In the year laf 
the 3 in the French empire exceeded the 

deaths by only one-fifth of 1 per cent: in 
years following this rate scarcely held and in 18 
the government of the republic became con- 
cerned to the point of legislation to prevent 3 
‘decrease in births over deaths. 
| | ** * 
France's Decreasing Birth Rate. 

In 200 years France has lost place as the most 
populous country of Europe, dropping from the 
first place in the year 1700 to fourth place in 1900, 
while in these years the loss by emigration ha: 
been under that of almost any other country on 
the continent. In 1700 the population of France 
was 40 per cent of the combined population of 
Great Britain, Germany, and France, while in 
1900 it was only 15 per cent of this same total, 
In 1700 the order of population was France, Ger- 
many, and Russia; in 1900 it was Russia, Ger 
many, Gr@at Britain, and France. 
It was in 1895 that the French government un 
dertook to ‘combat this growing minus quantity 
in population statistics, In one year there had 
been 38,000 more deaths than births in the repub- 
lic, and as an inducement to marriage and the 
propagation of children prizes were offered by the 
state for big families; levies for recruits for arm 
and navy were confined to men who were unmar- 
ried and not under contract of marriage: and in 
several ways taxes were remitted against men of

In the spring they help 
the soil, and when horse or mule is lacking they 
willingly hitch themselves to the plow. They do not question 


their strength, but do whatever their husbands demand. on 


the way from Vienna to Munich it rained hard all day. Still, I 
_gaw many women, thinly clad, toiling in the blinding rain. 
Pen harder is it to see them working all day under the broil- 
ing sun. At Oberammergau the women cultivate the land 
way up the mountains, while others climb the steep peaks 
to gather the Alpine roses. The evening I called on Miss 
Flinger, who played the part of the Virgin Mary in the last 
Passion play; I was told that she was cutting grain in the 
fields, and would not be back until 7 o'clock.

No Servant Problem There. 


“Next to the peasants there is no class of women who 
work so hard as the German servant girls. I was stopping 
in a large hotel in Munich, when my chambermaid showed 
me her hands, which were bleeding from hard work. She 
sald that her feet were so swollen she could scarcely stand 
on them. Her work began at 5 in the morning, and did not 
eng until 11, and once a week she was on duty until 2. For 
these many hours of hard toil she received the large wages 
a month. When I asked her why she didn't work in a 
private house she answered that she was earning better 
wages, and, besides, it was difficult to get a position in a 
fine family. 

“One day I remarked to a Munich woman that the servant 
question was a most difficult problem in America: maids were 
scarce and wages high. She answered that help was not 
What it once was in Germany. Though she had a large villa, 
she thought it terrible because she kept two maids, and 
actually paid her cook $16 a month. 

“It is exceedingly difficult for a servant to obtain a posi- 
tien in a large establishment. If she desires to be a waitress 
ie must not only know how to wait on table but she must 
also he a competent seamstress. Many who cannot find posi- 
fons in private families, and cannot stand the strain of 

Hotel life, work in confectioners’ establishments or in restaur- 
ants, where the hours are shorter, though the wages are 
equally poor. Others work in factories and clerk in shops, 
With small remuneration. 3 
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finished the high school, she kept up her languages d 
practiced if she had any taste for music. Her afternoons Are 
taken up with calls and small gatherings, while her evenings 
are given over to dances and the theaters. She wanted to go 
to college when she finished school, but the Univer- 
sity of Munich is not open to women. Her parents did not 
wish her to go to Zurich as long as she was not expecting to 
teach. In Germany every girl from a well-to-do family 
is expected to marry, and she can have almost any man if her 
father will pay the price. ) 

„ told her that I was surprised to learn how hard the 
women of the poorer classes worked in Germany. I had seen 
women cleaning streets in Munich, and in several cities they 
were carrying bricks and mortar. ‘But I know of a worse 
case than that,” she said. ‘ We came to a German hotel, and 
the proprieter asked if we desired our trunks brought up. 
We told him we did. Looking about, we saw a middle aged 
peasant woman ascending the stairs with one of our trunks 
strapped to her back. She was a poor widow, who supported 
herself by carrying luggage up and down stairs!’ 

“A custom official with whom I was talking in Frankfort 
expressed the German man’s attitude toward woman when I 
told him that I was shocked at seeing women clean streets 
and haul brick and mortar. He answered that, he could find 
no reason why they should not work hard, as they ‘were just 
as strong as men.

The Factory Girls of London. 

„% The miost interesting wageworker in London is the fac- 
tory girl. The best way to get acquainted with her is to walk 
along Euston road or Tottenham Court road. She is usually 
to be recognized by a soiled white apron, a cheap felt hat, or 
a worn velvet one trimmed with feathers. But there are 
other ways of detecting her. She walks with a swagger, talks 
and laughs loudly, and converses with any man she can. 

“An English woman who is intimately acquainted with 
factory life said that, according to the laws governing factory 
hands, a girl is a child until she is 14 years; she is then called 
a young person until she is 18. When she is of age she is 
considered mature enough to protect herself, Still, the gov- 
ernment tries to regulate ‘the number of hours she shall 
work, her holidays, and the amount of fresh air she shall 
have while at work. Some of the largest factories are in the 
west central district, in the heart of the London slums, The 
average wages paid these girls are §2.50 a week. The factory 
girls’ home life is about the same standard as her working 
day world. Her home 4s usually cheap and eoarse, and, 
though often she is not proud of her parents, she is a dutiful 
daughter. She usually puts her savings in clubs, which exist 
in many of the large factories. They are called legions, and 
have such titles as feather clubs, boot clubs, and dress 
clubs, etc, and, though the money is deposited each week, 
every dollar is drawn and spent before the holidays. 

„There is no city in the world that is doing so much for 
the improvement of its shopgirls and factory women as 
London. In some of these clubs they teach gymnastics, dress- 
making, reading, writing, arithmetic, composition, singing, 

Do Everything in France. Bo 

During the last 300 years French public opinion has held 
that woman should be an adornment to the home and the 


highest expression of art.’ It has always opposed any condi- 
tions that worked havoc to these ideals. Therefore, when 


women were compelled to become wage earners they gave up 


the work they were accustomed to at home and went into the 
factory, until today one-third of the industrial work of 
France is done by the women. This is because so much 
machinery is used and so much skill is required in its manipu- 
lation. An authority on French Industrial conditions says 
that the number of women in any line of industry increases 
in proportion to the skill it commands and the demand of 
exportation. Though today one-fourth of the men earn their 
living in industries, three-eighths of the women toil in the 
game way. They work in two distinct branches—in'the com- 
mon industries, such as preparing of food, chemicals, 
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> ceramics, furniture, and metals, where they hold subordinate 
positions, and in the making of articles de Paris, such as 


artificial flowers,
